DEMONSTRATICN IN FAVOR OF LANGUAGE REFORM BY TURKISH 
UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 


The meeting which took place yesterday at the 
auditorium of the Istanbul University, for the purpose 
of defining the duties incumbent on the Turkish students 
in furthering the language reform, was arranged by the 
National Students Union and was attended by the students 
of the University and those of the upper classes of ly- 
cées. The meeting was opened with a speech by Tevfik 
Bey, president of the Students Union, which, however, 
Was more a propaganda speech for the union rather than 
an exposé of a plan for a constructive participation 
of the youth in the language reforn. In fact, the 
speeches which followed all resembled in nature the utter- 
ances of Tevfik Bey and denoted a complete lack of organ- 
ization and skill on the part of the promoters of the 
meeting since there existed no logical sequence what-— 
soever to the various speeches succeeding each other 
and hardly any of them contained any essential reference 
to the language reform and to the duties incumbent on 
the youth of the cowmtry. The speeches principally 
consisted of general references to the glorious past 
of the Turkish race and its inherent powers and abil- 
ities to successfully overcome all obstacles and dif- 
ficulties in the attainment of its national aims and 
goals. Of course some more or less practical sug- 
gestions were made from time to time but mostly on 
broad and general lines. The principal resolutions 
which met general approval may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 


1 = All Turkish students will assist the 
Language Committee in its effort to 
preserve and restore the original 
beauty of the Turkish language. 


2 — Turkish students will as far as pos- 

sible abstain from using Arabic, Per- 
sian and other foreign words in the 
spoken as well as written language. 


3 = The Turkish students hope that none 
Turkish citizens will henceforth adopt 
. Turki sh 


Turkish as their principal language. 
The Students Union will for this pur- 
pose induce the HALK EVI to open a suf- 
ficient number of language cowses in 
order to enable such elements to im-= 
prove their knowledge of Turkish. 


4 - The Turkish students will take an 
active part in elucidating the peasant 
on the spirit and achievements of the 
Turkish Revolution by arranging during 
the vacation months trips to Anatolian 
villages, thus coming in direct con- 
tact with the villagers.

Apart from some passing reference to "the neces-— 
sity of protecting the Turkish youth from the dena- 
tionalizing influence of foreign schools in Turkey" 
and "the desirability of the turcofication of these 
institutions" there was hardly any utterance made which 
could be mentioned as hostile to foreigners. On the 
contrary, all speakers carefully avoided calling forth 
such an impression. Likewise stress was laid on the 
necessity of keeping all endeavors for the propaga- 
tion of the use of the Turkish language within legal 
limits and in this connection a resolution was adopted 
repudiating contrary action,

The students broke into 
the office and smashed everything in sight. The latest 


demonstration 


demonstration was not destructive, although from the point of 
view of the authorities it was quite as disturbing, if not more 
SO. The students notified the authorities that they were 
parading and demonstrating and then, without awaiting any 
permit, they started off. They proceeded to the Bulgarian 
Consulate, where the police awaited them. A few speeches of 
protest were made - and then the students moved on to the 
Bulgarian cemetery. Here they ran into a detachment 
of gendarmes, but some of the students managed to get 
into the cemetery and placed on one of the graves a wreath 
bearing the inscription “Savagery is not becoming to the 
Turkish People", The gendarmes went through the motions 
of a charge with fixed bayonets and the students again moved 
on towards Taxim Square, singing patriotic songs as they went. 
On the way there were clashes with the police and a few students 
were beaten up. At Taxim, the students voluntarily dispersed. 
The student leaders of the demonstration, including the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Students Union, were arrested and 
were put in jail for a few days awaiting trial. They have 
now been released. 

Student demonstrations are not usually of significance, 
but under the present régime in Turkey they are something 
new and startling. The Turk is so instinctively prone to 
refrain from action except under orders or at least only 
after permission has been duly granted by the proper auth- 
orities that an unauthorized demonstration is an event of some 
importance. The explanation is to be found primarily in the 
dynemic personality of Tey fix Bey, the leader of the Student 


Union

Union, and also to some extent in the idea which is often 
expressed that the University is not sufficiently National- 
istic. Tevfik is about 25 years of age, and comes from 
the northeastern part of Turkey. He is a student in the 
Engineering School. He is a born orator and has made of 
the very innocuous student union a force to be reckoned with. 
His ascendancy over the student body at the University is 
unquestioned. Of a pronouncedly idealistic turn of mind, 
he is perfectly fesrless and has even gone so far as to 
disagree publicly with the famous Kilig Ali Bey, the Gazits 
bodyguard and boon companion and a former judge of the 
Tribunal of Tudenstdenee, Tevfik is sometimes described as 
a Communist, but more as a term of abuse than as an accurate 
description of his economic views. Unquestionably, he 
has peen influenced by some of the things that are being 
done in the U.S.S.R., especially in the field of rural 
improvement, in which subject Tevfik is deeply interested, 
Like most of the students at the University, he has 
probably fallen under the influence of Nazim Hijmet, the 
fiery young Communist poet who flaunts his Communism 
before the authorities and who is now in jail because of the 
sentiments expressed in his last book. However, it is safe 
to say that it is Nazim Hikmet's courage rather than his 
economic theories which the students admire and presumably 
Tevfik is no exception to the rule, 

Student demonstrations, violent speeches, Communist 
poetry -.not very important in themselves, but worth

"The British mentality in the community 
is extremely hostile to the Turkish régime, 
contrary to the Americans, who have not 
passed from the more splendid days of the 
Ottoman Empire, Several Britishers said 
that the Turks now spared no opportunity to 
trod on them and to humiliate them, All 
sorts of restrictions and limitations are 
put on their activities both in the business 
world and in the course of their ordinary 
life, I suggested that perhaps a little 
cooperation and even toleration on the part 
of the British might alleviate the situation. 
One English lady said *The Turks seem exactly 
to us as the negroes do to you in America,*® 
After such a remark I did not pursue my 
subject as the British community seems so 
embittered in general that it is useless even 
to attempt to argue, I even found the 
British Consul General in the same way of 
thinking, 


"Probably the provincial cities of Turkey 
suffer more from the anti-foreign tendencies 
of the Turks than we do in Ankara or Istanbul, 
Orders are issued by the Central Government 
and interpreted by the local authorities as 
they see fit, Doubtless the intolerance of 
the foreign communities in such cities as 
Izmir has inflamed the municipal authorities, 
and particularly the Vali, with the result 
that he wreaks his vengeance ad lib on the 
foreign communities, The result fs an utter 
stagnation in the commercial world, and all 
the business men with whom I have talked, 
American, British and French, said that Izmir 
was sinking lower and lower commercially."

MEMORANDUM ON THE ARMENIAN POPULATION 
IN SYRIA AND IN TURKEY. 


The present Armenian population of Syria, roughly 
estimated from 150,000 - 200,000, consists principally of 
permanent residents, elements deported during the World 
War from the Eastern and central provinces of the Ottoman 
Empire, and the post-war Armenian population of Cilicia 
(Adana, Mersina, etc.) which, as a result of its close 
cooperation with the French occupationary forces follow- 
ing the Armistice, deamed it wise to withdraw with the 
French into Syria upon the reoccupation of these provinces 
by the national Turkish forces. In fact this ‘withdraw- 
alt has been so complete that today there hardly exist 
any Armenians at all in all these Turkish provinces which 
formerly contained a rather dense and wealthy Armenian 
population. 


In view of the above origin of the Armenian popula- 
tion in Syria, there can hardly be any doubt that their 
attitude towards Turkey is decidedly hostile. Consequent-— 
ly it is obvious that this dense concentration of a hostile 
element in a rather close proximity does constitute some 
ground for concern to the Turkish authorities. My in- 
formation is that the Turkish consuls in Syria have special 
instructions to carefully follow the "Armenian si tuation" 
here. On the other hand rumours about their collabora- 
tion with other anti-Turkish elements,such as the Kurds, 
always crop up. What is particularly not desired by 
Turkey is a dense Armenian settlement along the frontier. 
Critical reference is always made to this fact by Turk- 
ish newspapers particularly when Turco-French relations 
are not at their best. 


As regards the relations between the Armenians and 
the French, I have been told that the French authorities 
rely to a great extent on the Armenian element in exer- 
cising their mandate over this territory. Particular- 
ly in Alexandretta and Antioch, where the Syrian popula- 
tion is pro-Turkish, the Armenians are said to constitute 
a most valuable element for the French.

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Sir: 

I have the honor to bring to the Departnent's attention 
such details as have reached the Embassy from several sources 
concerning the recent deportations of Armenians from the 
interior of Anatolia to Istanbul. 

The deportees began to arrive at Istanbul some six weeks 
ago and they are quartered by the Armenian Church ami its 
auxiliary relief organizations in churches, school houses 
and abandoned buildings in the villages of Ortakdy and Yeni- 
koy. About 600 Armenians are now being taken car eof. They

It is assumed by most of the deportees that their ex- 
pulsion from their homes in Anatolia is a part of the Gov- 
ernment's program of making Anatolia a pure Turkish district. 
They relate that the Turkish police, in tows and villages 
where Armenians lived, attempted to instigate local Moslem 
people to drive the Armenians away. These efforts failed 
completely. The authorities then brought in Turks from 
Rumeli and intimated to them that they could take over the 
Armenian possessions. This new element, however, instead 
of taking a hostile attitude toward the Armenians became 
most congenial with them. These two means failing, the 
Armenians were told that they had to leave at once for Is- 
tanbul. They sold their possessions receiving for them 
ruinous prices. I have been told that cattle worth several 
hundred liras a head had been sold for as little as five 
liras a head. My informant stated that the Armenians were 
permitted to sell their property in order that no one of 
them could say that they were forced to abandon it. How-= 
ever, the sale under these conditions amounted to a prac= 
tical abandonment. 

The Armenians were obliged to walk from their villages 
to the railways and then they were shipped by train to Is- 
tanbul. Local relief organizations are doing their best 
to attempt to find employment for these people and to care 
for them until employment is found. However, the size of 
the task is staggering. Local sympathetic people have 
been canvassed to contribute money for their relief. 

The real reasons for the deportations is unknown. A 
‘few Armenians believe that it is due to their 


superior 


superior business methods which arouses jealousy among 
certain Turkish elements. The Armenians are known for 
their energy and thoroughness in business and many of 
them believe that they are suffering now for these 
qualities. It is likely, though, that their removal 
is simply one step in the government's avowed policy of 
making Angtolia purely Turkish.
